Section 1. DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES.4

1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the state5

to the department of administrative services for the fiscal6

year beginning July 1, 2011, and ending June 30, 2012, the7

following amounts, or so much thereof as is necessary, to be8

used for the purposes designated, and for not more than the9

following full-time equivalent positions:10

to receive per diem and necessary travel and actual expenses33

pursuant to section 2.10, subsection 5, while carrying out34

their official duties as members of the board.35
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3. Any funds and premiums collected by the department for1

workers’ compensation shall be segregated into a separate2

workers’ compensation fund in the state treasury to be used3

for payment of state employees’ workers’ compensation claims4

and administrative costs. Notwithstanding section 8.33,5

unencumbered or unobligated moneys remaining in this workers’6

compensation fund at the end of the fiscal year shall not7

revert but shall be available for expenditure for purposes of8

the fund for subsequent fiscal years.9

Sec. 2. LEASING AUTHORITY IMPLEMENTATION.10

1. A state agency that has entered into a lease for any11

buildings or office space shall forward a copy of each such12

existing lease to the department of administrative services for13

review prior to July 1, 2011.14

2. A state agency that is in the process of entering into or15

renewing a lease for any building or office space shall contact16

the department of administrative services prior to finalizing17

such lease. Such lease shall not be entered into or renewed18

without the approval of the department.19

3. The department shall provide space management services20

and begin to lease all buildings and office space wherever21

located throughout the state as provided in section 8A.321,22

as amended by this Act, as soon as practicable, but by23

no later than December 1, 2011.

2. The database to be made available by the department of5

administrative services as provided in section 8A.512A, if6

enacted, shall be developed and available for public access on7

or before January 1, 2012.8

3. The department shall develop a plan for converting9

the existing reimbursement process to a paperless process,10

including implementation steps, a timeline, and an estimated11

budget. The plan shall be submitted to the governor by no12

later than January 1, 2012.13

This5

division of the bill relates to and appropriates moneys to6

various state departments, agencies, and funds for the fiscal7

year beginning July 1, 2011, and ending June 30, 2012. The8

division makes appropriations to state departments and agencies9

including the department of administrative services, auditor of10

state, Iowa ethics and campaign disclosure board, department11

of commerce, offices of governor and lieutenant governor, the12

department of human rights, department of inspections and13

appeals, department of management, department of revenue,14

secretary of state, treasurer of state, and Iowa public15

employees’ retirement system.16

The division appropriates moneys from the IowAccess17

revolving fund to the office of the secretary of state for18

costs associated with decennial redistricting for the fiscal19

year beginning July 1, 2011, and ending June 30, 2012.20

The division directs the auditor of state to allocate21

resources from amounts appropriated in the bill solely for22

audit work related to the comprehensive annual financial23

report, federally required audits, and investigations24

of embezzlement, theft, or other significant financial25

irregularities until the audit of the comprehensive annual26

financial report is complete.27

The division allocates a portion of moneys appropriated to28

the alcoholic beverages division to establish and implement29

a web-based alcohol compliance employee training program for30

alcoholic beverage sales personnel.31

The division provides for the nonreversion of moneys32

previously appropriated for an energy-efficient building33

project undertaken by the utilities division of the department34

of commerce.35
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The division directs the department of administrative1

services to disconnect electricity to the heated sidewalk2

installed in the entry walkway on the East side of the state3

capitol building, and not to reconnect the electricity without4

the authorization of the general assembly.5

The division eliminates provisions relating to state6

purchases of recycled and soybean-based products, and reporting7

requirements related thereto.8

The division modifies provisions relating to the awarding9

of state construction contracts to provide for disclosure10

to the state agency awarding the contract the names of11

all subcontractors and suppliers, and modifies related12

requirements.13

The division modifies a provision relating to the leasing of14

building and office space by the department of administrative15

services at the seat of government to refer to buildings16

and office space wherever located throughout the state, and17

provides that the director of the department shall develop18

cooperative relationships with the state board of regents19

in order to promote colocation of state agencies. The20

division specifies implementation provisions relating to these21

modifications.22

The division requires the department of administrative23

services to implement a request for proposals by September 30,24

2011, to enter into a contract for the purpose of renting or25

leasing state passenger vehicles, as defined in the division,26

from a private entity with sufficient inventory and personnel27

to accommodate the needs of the state. The division provides28

that by March 1, 2012, the department shall award a contract29

for rental or leasing to the private entity, and assign30

passenger vehicles for rental or lease, to the extent the31

department determines doing so would be economically feasible32

and financially advantageous. If a contract is entered into,33

the division states that all state-assigned passenger vehicles34

located in any county which can support the operation of a35
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rental and leasing entity, which the department determines1

would be suitable for rental or leasing, shall be returned to2

the department for sale or disposal by the private entity.3

The division absolves the private entity from liability to4

a third party due to negligence on the part of the state5

or its employees, and requires the department to evaluate6

the economic advantages of state ownership versus rental or7

leasing and adjust the number of vehicles subject to the8

contract accordingly. The division makes conforming changes9

consistent with these provisions, and eliminates Code section10
